There are many events which take place in our institutions, which 
discuss the life of Rasülullah ized especially during the 
month of Rabi‘ Al-Awwal. 


I felt that the story of Rasülullah izjexte should not be 
something, whose telling is limited to a single day in the year or 
even over the course ofa month. It is something, which we should 
be constantly reading, studying and learning, taking heed of the 
life lessons, which should be implemented, in our own lives. 


No matter how much we talk about Rasülullah iz«íexi2, how 


much we discuss all the various events in his life, we cannot

With this in mind, in the beginning of 2016 I started developing a 
series of presentations based upon the Sirah of Rasülullah 
Aceite, which I delivered at Masjid Zakariya in Coventry. 


There was no initial plan as to how many sessions there would be

These presentations would be delivered in a simple medium, 
which would appeal to the young as well as the old.

Ibrahim Saaf - The Friend of Allah 3553 
We will start by tracing Rasülullah Áz;«fexiz family all the way 
back to Ibrahim X24. Now as we are talking about the earlier 
Prophets, from time to time, I will quote some sources from the 
Bible to show the differences in belief regarding certain events & 
personalities. From this, we will be able to learn the difference in 
belief, the difference in Aqidah between Islam, Christianity and 
Judaism. This will also help us to educate our children who 
normally hear the Christian narrative of the Prophets, and it is 
imperative that they know the difference between the Islamic 
Aqidah and the other religions. 


We have all heard about Ibrahim 24$. Many people are even 
named after him Subhanallah! He plays a major part in our 
religion, and in fact he is revered in all 3 monotheistic religions, 
Islam, Judaism and Christianity. In the Bible, he is initially 
referred to as Abram, and later on Abraham. In Hebrew this can 
betranslated to 'father of many'. In Arabic, inthe Qur'an his name 
is Ibrahim Sisi. 


If we look in the Bible, (I have used the New International version 
as reference) the story of Ibrahim sale is mentioned in the Book 
of Genesis, which is the first book of the Old Testament. 


With regards to the Qur'an, it mentions the name of Ibrahim 
‘pillage 69 times. 
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Can'an 
Ibrahim xk lived in the land of Can’an and his father was 


called Azar who used to make idols. The people used to be idol 
worshippers. 


Ibrahim aí did not conform to their beliefs and searched for 
the truth. We hear the story about when he broke the idols so the 
people could realize they were worshipping deities, which could 
not help them, could not hear them, and could not talk to them. 
He followed the path of monotheism, belief in one God, Allah

Ibrahim alae first wife was called Sarah Gees. She is also 
known as Sarai in the bible. Now Sarah Geax; had no children 
until much later on, we will discuss this later Insha'Allah. 





There is a lengthy Hadith in Sahih Al-Bukhari in Kitabul Anbiyah, 
the book of Prophets that tells us about one occasion when 


Ibrahim sale and his wife Sarah Gadi; were going ona journey. 
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Now this journey took Ibrahim Selsk and Sarah Gas towards 
the land of Egypt. 





As they were passing by an area, which was ruled by a tyrant, 
someone told this tyrant that Ibrahim élite was with a very 
charming woman so the tyrant sent for him. 


He asked D ac Xx who is this woman? (Meaning who was 
Sarah Gadi), LN Ibrahim Saaf said she is my sister. Ibrahim 
Salake went to Sārah Gais and toldher the reasoning behind his 
answer. He said to her that there are no believers on the surface 
of the earth apart from you and me. This man asked me about you 
and I have told him you are my sister so do not contradict my 


statement. 


There is a Hadith in Sahih Muslim that tells us that Ibrahim 
SIEGE said to his wife “If these people were to know that you are 
my wife they would snatch you away from me, so if they ask you, 
tell them you are my sister and in fact you are my sister in Islam". 
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Now the tyrant called for Sarah Ç% and she went to him. He 
tried to take hold of her hand but his hand became stiff. 


He asked Sarah @aails to pray to Allah 355322. for him and that 
he would not harm her. Sarah GzX;z prayed to Allah 355372. to 
cure him and he got cured. 


He then tried to take hold of her a second time. Again, his hand 
got stiff and he asked Sarah Gio to pray for him. Again, she 


prayed and again he was cured. 


The tyrant then called one of his guards who had brought her and 
said "you have not brought me a human being but have brought 


me a devil" 


The tyrant then gave Hajar Gaal as a girl-servantto Sarah Gadi, 
and sent both her and Ibrahim xf on their way. 


Ibrahim sale returned with Sarah Gies and her maidservant 
Hajar eios. 
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The Children of Ibrahim sax 


Sarah @zaii; had no children by Ibrahim 52/4 e so she gave Hajar 
Gais to TY Saak to take as his wife. Together they had a 
son and he was named Isma‘il 2s i. 


Ismail gata 

Now Isma‘il Sxi was the first born of Ibrahim salu. He is 
known as Ishmael in the Bible and in chapter 16 of Genesis, it tells 
us about how Hajar adil; came to become Ibrahim izle wife. 
The Bible mentions that Ibrahim sz was 86 years old when 


Isma'il 2243€ was born. 


In the Qur'an, there is no mention of Ibrahim Salake age, or that 


of Sarah adi; when either of his children were born. 


In Surah Ibrahim, Verse 39 it does say:

According to the bible, Ibrahim sla was 
100 years when Ishaq xk was born and Sarah Gees was 86 
years old. As I have mentioned the Qur'an only tells us that 


Ibrahim was in his old age when both of his sons were born.

The Bani Isra’il 

Even though Isma‘il Sesak was older, I want to first discuss Ishaq 
Salix or Isaac, which is his Hebrew name. He was the younger 
son of Ibrahim Salix and is mentioned 17 times in the Qur'an. 


Yaqub salad 

Ishaq Salik had a son called Yaqiib 2G. X. Yaqiib iaf also had 
another name which was Isra’il. So all ofthe descendants of Yaqüb 
Saak are known as the Bani Isra’il. 
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The Prophets of the Bani Isra'il 
There were many Prophets in the Bani Isra'il as you can see below. 
They all resided in the land of Can'an for the most part, although 


some of them were born in Egypt after Yüsuf stl had been 
taken there.

Firstly I will discuss what the Bible says about this incident and 
then Insha'Allah we will talk about what Islam says and the 
differences between the two. 


Genesis 
In chapter 21 of Genesis, it talks about the birth of Ishaq sala 


and the events which followed after. 


1 And the LORD visited Sarah as he had said, and the LORD did unto 
Sarah as he had spoken. 

2 For Sarah conceived, and bare Abraham a son in his old age, at 
the set time of which God had spoken to him. 

3 And Abraham called the name of his son that was born unto him, 
whom Sarah bare to him, Isac. 

4 And Abraham circumcised his son Isac being eight days old, as 
God had commanded him. 

5 And Abraham was a hundred years old, when his son Isac was 
born unto him.

What the Bible says about Hajar Gaiss & Ismail salad 

So you can see, even in the Bible it tells us about how Hajar Gaal; 
left with Isma*il size and she ran out of water. She was then 
given a well of water. It also tells us that Isma‘il alae will be 
made a great nation as well. 


Now if we take the order of events chronologically in the chapter 
we have just mentioned, according to Genesis chapter 16: verse 
16, Ibrahim sala was 86 years old when Isma‘il sé was born. 
Genesis Chapter 21 verse 5 says Ibrahim ‘izle was 100 when 
Ishaq Sxi was born so at the time of this event, Isma'*il Satie 
would have been at least 14 around years old. But in verse 18 he is

What does Islam says about Hajar Gaiss & Isma*il sale 
In Sahih Al-Bukhari, in Kitabul Anbiya, there is a detailed Hadith, 


which tells us about this event. 


It is narrated by Ibn ‘Abbas Ze who says that "When what 
happened between Ibrahim 5G/4f and his family happened” he 
left with Ismail Six and the mother of Isma‘il sé and with 


them they had a water skin which had water in it. 


The mother of Ismail slate drank from the water skin so she 
could increase her milk for her child until they came to Makkah. 
Ibrahim sé put her under a tree and then Ibrahim 5G t 
started to return to his family. So the mother of Isma‘il SZ. 
started to follow him, until they reach ‘Kada’. She called him from 
behind and said "Oh Ibrahim 212435, to whom are you leaving us? 
He said "to Allah". She said I am satisfied to be with Allah". 


He said that she returned and she continued to drink from the 
water skin soshe could increase her milk for her child. Until when 
the water finished, she said if I go and look, I might see somebody. 
He said, that she went and climbed Safa, and she looked and she 
looked to see if she could see anyone, but she could not see 
anyone. When she reached the valley, she climbed and came to 
Marwah and she did that many times. Then she said I should go 
and see what is happening with my child. So she went and she saw 
that he was ina state as if he was at the point of dying. She could 
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not endure watching him, she said I should go and look, maybe I 
could find someone, so she went and climbed Safa, and she looked 
and she looked and could not see anyone. Until she did this seven 


times. 


Then she said I should go and see what is happening (with my 
child) and she heard a voice. She said help us if there is good with 
you. It was Jibril sl, he said that Jibril 34e, struck the earth 
with his heel like this and the water gushed out. 


The mother of Isma‘il Saf was astonished and she started to dig. 
He said that Abu Qasim (Muhammad iz; iui) said if she had left 
it, the water would have flowed on the surface of the earth. She 
drank from the water and her milk increased for her child. 


He said that some people from the tribe of Jurhüm came to the 
bottom ofthe valley when they had seen some birds. And this had 
astonished them and they said that there cannot be birds unless 
there is water, so they sent a messenger. He looked and found 
water, so he went to them and informed them. They came to Hajar 
Gic and they said "Oh Mother of Isma‘il Saiak, will you give us 
permission to be with you or dwell with you?" When her son 
became of age, he married a woman from them (The tribe of 
Jurhümp? 


> Sahih Al-Bukhari 3365 
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This Hadith then carries on and talks about how Ibrahim Salaf 
used to visit his family in Makkah. 


So you can see from the above Hadith how Hajar Geile, and 
Isma‘il él came to Makkah, where his progeny would settle. 
Eventually Rasülullah izai would be born in the same 
locality. 


The differences in belief 

You can see the differences in the version of events according to 
Christianity compared to Islam. The main difference being, that 
we believe Isma‘il Saai was only a baby, he was still being 
weaned when they came to Makkah, but according to the Bible he 


was a lot older, around 14 years of age when they left 
We can also see how the Bible does mention Hajar Gaz was left 


alone and she was given a well of water and a great nation was 
made from Isma‘il Saiak. 
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Isma‘il SU 
Now let's go back to Isma'il Saak. He was the first born of 
Ibrahim az and there were many events, which were recorded 


about him and his father. We hear many ofthese during the talks 
on 'Id Al-Adha. I will do a quick summary Insha'Allah. 


The Sacrifice 

Isma'il lie was the son who Ibrahim Saiak was going to 
sacrifice after getting the command from Allah 15:3. 
According to the Jewish and Christian religions, it was Ishaq 


Selle and not Isma‘il sick who was going to be sacrificed. 
f f going 


In order to sacrifice him, Ibrahim 235€ took him to Mina, and on 
the way Ibrahim élite pelted Shaytan who was trying to make 


him stop. Allah 35532, then sent a ram in Isma‘il Saaf place 
which was sacrificed. 


The building of the Ka*bah 

Ibrahim Salaf and Ismail sale built the Ka*bah and it is still 
standing this day inthe very same place. It has been rebuilt and 
repaired a number of times since then, one such time was during 
the life of Rasülullah ise and we will discuss later. 
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The Hajj 
The actions of Ibrahim zzi, Hajar Çais and Ismail salt , 
are still to this day commemorated in our Hajj, the Sa‘l between 
Safa & Marwah, the pelting of the Jamrat, the Udhiya, (qurbani,) 
the travelling to Mina etc. are all actions which were performed 
by them.

Now in the book Muhammad ize by Martin Lings, it states 
that the descendants of Ishaq Saaf also venerated the Ka‘bah 
because it had been built by Ibrahim Saaf. For them it was a 


tabernacle, which means a meeting place for worship. 





The descendants of Isma‘il Saaf grew in number and started to 
move away from the valley of Makkah. They would take stones 
from the holy precinct and then perform rites in honour of them. 
Now there were also pagan tribes whose influence introduced 
idols to these stones and eventually, these idols were brought to 
Makkah. They were set up inside and around the Ka‘bah and the 
Jews who had previously visited the Ka‘bah now stopped coming. 
So now, we now we know how the idols ended up in the Ka‘bah. 
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The Tribe of Jurhüm 

The tribe of Jurhüm had come and settled in Makkah. They had 
come from Yemen and Isma'il télé had married one of their 
women. There was another tribe called the Khuza'ah who were 
also descended from Isma‘il Saf but had migrated to Yemen. 
The tribe of Jurhüm started to commit all sorts of injustices until 
they were driven out of Makkah. Before they left they even buried 
the well of zam zam. Now their place as the lords of Makkah was 


taken up by the Khuza'ah, but they did not search for the well of 


Zam Zam. 
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The Ancestors of Rasülullah zsa 

Now let us look at the ancestors of our Rasülullah izai as 
mentioned by Imam Bukhari in his Sahih. As we go through the 
names, Insha'Allah we will mention any extra information as and 
when necessary: 


We have fone that Rasülullah Acseeaiie lineage goes back to 
Ibrahim Saia through his son Isma‘il size. Now the lineage 
that is mentioned by Imam Bukhari does not go all the way back 
to Ismail sale but to Adnan.

The Quraysh 

Another tribe which descended from the children of Ibrahim 
Saiak was the Quraysh. The accepted opinion is that the Quraysh 
descend from Nadr ibn Kinanah. 


Now what does the name Quraysh mean? 


Quraysh is the name of a sea creature who due to its strength is 
more powerful than the other creatures. It eats any creature it 
wishes to, but no creature is able to eat it. In the same way the 
people of the Quraysh due to their strength and bravery were 
more powerful than the other tribes and hence got the name of 


Quraysh. 
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Now, we pick up around 400 years after ‘Isa Safe so just over 
1600 years ago. The tribe of Khuza'ah was now in control of 
Makkah. 


Hulayl - to Qusayy 

The chief ofthe Khuza'ah was called Hulayl and he had a daughter 
who married a man from the Quraysh, whose name was Qusayy. 
Now Qusayy was preferred by his father in law over his own sons 
and after Hulayl died, a fierce battle took place which ended in 
arbitration, which means the dispute was settled. It was agreed 
that the new guardian of the Ka‘bah would be Qusayy and he 


would rule over Makkah. 
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Qusayy united the different parts of the Quraysh. In the 
beginning, they used to live in separate places, some lived in the 


mountains and some in the desert. 


Zuhrah, Taym & Makhzüm 

Qusayy was from the Quraysh, so he brought those who were 
closest to him in relation and settled them in the valley of Makkah. 
There was his brother Zuhrah, Taym his uncle and Makhzüm who 
was his cousin as well as a few more. Qusayy brought them all 
together to live in Makkah. Those who were distantly related to 
Qusayy settled in the outskirts and were known as the Quraysh of 
the outskirts. He gave all of them space to build their houses. 


Qusayy built for himself alarge dwelling, which was known as the 
House of Assembly or the Darun-Nadwa which was like the 
Parliament for the Quraysh. All of the major decisions were made 
in this place. War councils were held there, as well as weddings, 
even the trade caravans used to leave from this point. 


Qusayy alone was responsible for feeding and watering the 
pilgrims, in charge of Darun-Nadwa, and collecting the taxes from 
people to pay for the upkeep of the pilgrims. After he passed 
away, these responsibilities were distributed among the different 


clans of the Quraysh. 
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Responsibilities of the Quraysh 


The Quraysh were in charge of other tasks as well to ensure that 
all the requirements ofthe pilgrims and the local tribes were met. 


Hafiz 'Ayni, has mentioned them in Umdatul Qari, a brief 
explanation is as follows: 


Hijabat - The janitorial duties for the Baitullah and Masjid - 
Responsibility of Banu ‘Abd-Dar 


Siqayat - To give zam zam to the pilgrims - Banu Hashim -'Abbas

Nadwa - the Parliament of the Quraysh - the Amir - Banu Asad 
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Qubba - Arranging the tents in the times of war - Banu Makhzüm

You can see there were at least 12 different responsibilities given 


to various families and people from the Quraysh 
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‘Abd Manaf & ‘Abd Ad-Dar 

Qusayy had 4 sons. The eldest was called ‘Abd Ad-Dar and he had 
another son whose name was ‘Abd Manaf. Imam Shaf*'i says that 
his real name was Mughayrah. ‘Abd Manaf was well respected and 
honoured but upon his death, Qusayy preferred ‘Abd Ad-Dar, even 
though he was less capable than ‘Abd Manaf. Qusayy gave ‘Abd 
Ad-Dar all the rights and powers. Some of these were as follows: 


e Noone can enter the Ka‘bah, except he opens the door for 
him 

e Only his hand can tie the knot for Quraysh, their ensign of 
war, meaning a flag or standard 

e No one can draw water for the pilgrims, except those he 
gives the right to 

« Hewill be the only one to provide food for the pilgrims 


e The Quraysh shall not resolve any matter except in his 


house 
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Hashim 
*Abd Ad-Dar accepted his father's wishes, but many people of the 
Quraysh supported the son of Abd Manaf, who was called Hashim, 
and demanded that the rights which the clan of *Abd Ad-Dar had, 


should be transferred to Hashim 


Imam Malik and Imam Shaft say that Hashim’s name was Amr. 
Once there was a famine in Makkah, Hashim took some bread and 
broke it up into some brothand fed the people of Makkah. That is 
why his name became Hashim because Hashm means to crush or 
break and Hashim is the one who crushes or breaks. He did this 
not just once, but many times and he was known to be very 
generous. He was very hospitable and his table was always 
waiting for people. He would assist the poor travellers and give 
them camels. 


Now as I had mentioned, many people in the Quraysh had 
demanded that the rights given to the clan of ‘Abd Ad-Dar should 
be given to Hashim. It got to a point where both groups were 
about to fight each other, we have to remember that fighting was 
not allowed inthe Haram, even in those days, so they had to leave 
this area to fight. 


At that time a compromise was suggested. The sons of ‘Abd Manaf 
would have the right to take the tax off the people and provide 
the pilgrims with food and water. All ofthe other rights would be 
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kept by the sons of ‘Abd Ad-Dar, like having the keys to the Ka‘bah 
and their house continuing to be the house of assembly. 


The brothers of Hashim decided that he would take the 
responsibility of looking after the pilgrims. Hashim was very 
much honoured, he was the one who established the two great 
trade journeys from Makkah, in the winter to Yemen and in the 


summer to Sham 
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Yathrib 

On the summer trade route to Sham, 11 days' camel ride north, 
was the oasis town of Yathrib. At one time Yathrib was inhabited 
by mainly Jews but now there was an Arab tribe from the South 


who was in control of it. 





The Arabs of Yathrib were known as the sons of Qaylah who was 
one of their mothers. She had two sons, one called Aws and 
another called Khazraj, so now there were two tribes,named after 
each son.

Shaybah 

Hashim married a woman from Khazraj who was called Salma. 
She agreed to marry him on the condition that she keeps control 
of her affairs and if she has a boy, he would stay with her in 
Yathrib until he was 14 years old. Hashim agreed to this. 


She gave birth to a baby boy and due to having asingle white hair 
he was named Shaybah. Hashim would visit his wife and child 
when he went to Sham. During one of his journeys, Hashim fell ill 
and passed away in Gaza, in Palestine.

The brothers of Hashim 

Hashim had 2 full brothers, meaning they shared the same mother 
and father, ‘Abdus Shams and Muttalib. He also had a half-brother 
called Nawfal. Now ‘Abdus Shams and Nawfal were busy with 
their trade so Muttalib took over the responsibility of feeding and 
giving water to the pilgrims. 
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Muttalib now starting to think about who would his successor be? 
Hashim had 4 sons in total, 3 by other wives and one by Salma in 
Yathrib. Excellent reports were coming in of Shaybah and he 
beganto show signs of having the gift ofleadership as well. When 
compared to his brothers and even Muttalibs' own sons, he was 


showing more promise. 


Muttalib goes to Yathrib 

Now Muttalib had received all of these reports of his nephew 
Shaybah, so he decided to go to Yathrib and check out this boy 
himself. When he saw Shaybah, he was impressed and asked his 
mother Salma to put him under his care. She refused and the boy 
would not leave without the permission of his mother. 


Muttalib explained to both of them that Makkah had a lot more 
possibilities to offer then Yathrib. There was a strong likelihood 
that one day Shaybah will hold a position of office like his father 
and become a chief of the Quraysh, but first he has to become 
integrated with the rest of the people. The words of Muttalib 
managed to convince them both that it would be best for Shaybah 
to now go with Muttalib to Makkah. 
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The boy on the camel 

Muttalib now took his nephew Shaybah to Makkah. He put him 
on the back of his camel and rode into Makkah. As he was riding 
in, some people were looking at the stranger sat on the back of the 
camel, looking dusty and dishevelled. They said that is ‘Abdul 
Muttalib, Al-Muttalibs’ slave. 


When Muttalib heard this, he told them that it was the son of his 
brother Hashim! When he said these words the people laughed 
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and news of this blunder reached the people throughout the city, 
but from that day on, Shaybah was known as *Abdul Muttalib! 


As time went on, ‘Abdul Muttalib fulfilled the potential he had 
shown as a boy and when Muttalib died, he succeeded him in now 
being the person responsible for the feeding and watering of 
pilgrims. No one disputed this. It is said that he surpassed the 


fulfilment of this task, even more so than his uncle and father! 
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summary 


The lineage of the Rasülullah izjdeXitz goes all the way back to 
Ibrahim 2i.

The descendants of Isma‘il Sask settled in and around the valley 
of Makkah. 


Initially it was the tribe of Jurhüm who was in charge of Makkah, 
then the tribe of Khuza'ah. The leader, Hulayl ofthe Khuza'ah got 
his daughter married to Qusayy who was from the tribe of 
Quraysh. 


The Quraysh ended up in control of Makkah. The families of two 
of Qusayy's sons, ‘Abd Manaf and ‘Abd Ad-Dar shared the 
responsibilities ofthe Quraysh. Hashim the son of ‘Abd Manaf, got 
married to a woman called Salma who was from the city of 
Yathrib, which would be later known as Medinah. Together they 
had a son who was named Shaybah. 
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After Hashim passed away, his brother Muttalib, went to Yathrib 
to bring Shaybah to Makkah so he can take his place amongst the 
tribe. 


As they rode into the city, he was called ‘Abdul Muttalib because 
some people thought he was the slave of Muttalib, when in fact he 
was the son of his brother Hashim. This new name ‘Abdul 
Muttalib stayed with him and in the next booklet we will 
Insha' Allah go through more details of his life, all the way to the 


birth of Rasülullah Acseteaiie.
